[Interview with Djibouti President Hassan Gouled Aptidon by Nasir al-Shahri and 
Hasan al-Zahiri--place and date not given) 


[Excerpts] [Question] Mr President, can you please tell us about the circumstances 
of your visit to the Saudi Arabian kingdom and the results of your metings with 
officials at various levels? 


[Answer] My visit to the kingdom is private, for a vacation and to spend some 
time in the city of At-Ta'if. 


{Question} What about the bilateral relations between the kingdom and Djibouti? 


[Answer] The relations between our two countries are exemplary and are strengthened 
by the Islamic spirit and principles. We hope, God willing, that these good 
relations will become stronger and more deeply rooted. 


[Question] During your visit to France, did you discuss with officials there the 
question of obtaining military aid or conclude any bilateral agreements? 


[Answer] Relations in various fields exist between the two countries but during 
my recent visit we did not discuss any subject. The relations between the two 
countries are based on mutual respect and cooperation in various fields. 


[Question] What about your relations with neighboring states? 


[Answer] We regard the relations between us and neighboring states as relations 
of good-neighborliness. Naturally, we must not forget to point out that the area 
is in a state of turmoil. However, our relations with our neighbors are good. 


[Question] What is Djibouti's stance on the AFAR issue and how much aid are you 
giving to this front [presumably the AFAR Liberation Front]? 


[Answer] All of us are aware that the Horn of Africa is experiencing violent 
upheavals. Disputes exist among some of the states in the area and many elemenic 
from the AFAR area, Somalia and Ogaden migrated to Djibouti during the war. Our 
view on this subject includes all these fectors. 





[Question] Mr President, surely this affected Djibouti's economy? 


[Answer] Naturally. A great many of them have come over and this has somewhat 
upset Djibouti's economy. The refugees constitute 12 percent of Djibouti's 
population. We believe that we should bear responsibility for these refugees 

and cooperate with our fraternal countries in providing them with accommodation 
and health and educational services. The refugees now live in camps. I emphasize, 
however, that in their present numbers, the refugees constitute a burden on 
Djibouti's economy and its development. 


[Question] Your excellency, the Red Sea area is undoubtedly being subjected to 
many dangere that are threatening its safety, security and ideologies. How can 
the area be safeguarded against these dangers? 


[Answer| Djibouti's attitude to the Red Sea basin is that it should be a zone of 
security and peace. If any problem arises among the Red Sea states, they are 
capable of solving it themselves and the Red Sea would thus remain, as we have 
already said, a zone of security and peace. We appeal to all the big powers in 
the world not to interfere with this waterway, not to make the Red Sea basin an 
area of war and con flict and not to bring their problems to this area, so that 
the Red Sea can remain a secure waterway. The Red Sea states must also take a 
serious view of the dangers arising from the conflict among the big powers in the 
area, because the presence of the big powers and Soviet expansion constitute im 
extreme danger to the areas around the Red Sea. Djibouti also believes that it 
must adopt a neutral stand and not interfere in other states’ internal affairs. 


[Question] Does Djibouti feel any particular danger as a result of the foreign 
movements on the shores nearby? 


[Answer] As you know, the big powers present in the area undoubtedly constitute 
a danger to Djibouti and, in our view, they also constitute a danger to the area 
as a whole. Moreover, their presence is not in the interest of the area's states 
because the objective of these states is to control the strategic Strait of Bab 
el Mendeb and the oilfields. 


[Question] Your excellency. The problem of Afghanistan posed by the Soviet 
invasion of that country constitutes a challenge to the Islamic nation. Is there 
a possibility of ending this challenge? 


[Answer] Djibouti was one of the first states to deplore the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. We have also denounced it at every opportunity and we continue to 
denounce it. We call upon the Soviet Union to immediately withdraw from Muslim 
Afghanistan so that the latter can determine its own fate in complete freedom. 

In my view, this invasion constitutes a danger whose dimensions can be seen from 
the expansion that has begun, with other steps to devour peaceful Islamic states, 
thus constituting a serious threat to world peace and security. 


[Question] Mr President. What is your government's position regarding the 
Iraqi-Iranian war? 


[Answer] Djibouti's position regarding the current war between Iraq and Iran is 
one of calling on the two Muslim countries, first, to stop the bloodshed, to take 

















into consideration the Iraqi people's right to their territory and to resolve the 
dispute by peaceful means. 


[Question] What is new in your stance regarding the question of stabiliiy in the 
area? 


[Answer] Djibouti's stance regarding the Palestinian people's rights and the 
aggressions committed against South Lebanon is clear and specific, Djibouti 
condemned the Camp David agreement and Israeli expansion, which seems to have no 
limits and through which Israel is seeking to establish a greater Israel (from the 
Nile to the Euphrates). The Arab and Islamic nations must seek to liberate their 
holy places and to restore Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty. These nations must also 
prepare to confront the danger threatening their security and safety. For this 
reason, I appeal to the Arab states to overcome their peripheral differences and 
to work toward achieving Arab solidarity, which is the strongest weapon with which 
the nation can confront the danger threatening it.

MOT RETURNS FROM SUDAN VISIT 18 DECEMBER

{Text} Hie excellency President Daniel Arap Moi today returned from a successful 
4-day state visit from the Sudan to a warm welcome by thousands of Wananchi at 
Jomo Kenyatta International Airport led by the vice president, Mr Mwai Kibaki. 

On arrival President Moi inspected a guard of honor mounted by the 7th battalion 
Kenya rifles and received a fly-past by a formation of Kenya IAR forces jete. 


Addressing the nation from the airport, the president said that hie talke with the 
Sudanese leader, President Numayri, centered mainly on world and African affairs, 
developments and the Horn of Africa and bilateral matters between Kenya and the 
Sudan. On regional cooperation, the president said that a followup ministerial 
meeting would be held early next year in Khartoum between Kenya, Sudan and Ethiopia. 
He called on the neighboring Somalia to desist from ite territorial claim on ites 
neighbors and to ensure peaceful coexistence in the region. 


President Moi said that the joint communique issued at the end of hie state visit 
to the Sudan stresses the importance of good neighborliness and internal peaceful 
coexistence for African nations, and particularly within the east and central 
African regions. The communique also recommended the need for cultural exchanges 
and closer commercial links between Kenya and the Sudan. President Moi announced 
that che Sudanese Government had offered six military scholarships for Kenyan army 
officers to train in the Sudan Military College. 


He commended Kenya Airways’ pilots, Kenya Air Force and the Kenya Army personnel 


for their efficiency and dedication to work and called on the airport workers to 
a’sist the government in fighting smuggling and corruption in the country.

GOVERNMENT MAY LIFT WANAGHI PROVINCE CURFEW

{Text} The government will soon lift the curfew in the northeastern province of 
Wananchi if they agree to cooperate with security forces to wipe out the Shifta 
menace. Thie was disclosed by the area's provincial commissioner, Mr Benson 
Kaaria, yesterday when he addressed a baraza [public meeting] at Wajir Park. 

The provincial commisstoner said the security forces could not eradicate Shifta 
activity in the area unless local Wananchi cooperated by exposing the Shiftas. 


Mr Kaaria assured Wananchi in the area that all development projects set by the 
government will continue as arranged. 


Addressing another baraza at Mandera Town, the provincial commissioner said that 
the war against Shifta in the province was being hampered by a few diegruntled 
people, who harbored persons of double loyalties. Mr Kaaria said that the current 
curfew in the province was for the good of the peace-loving Wananchi and that it 
will be lifted as soon as the situation has come back to normal. 


He assured Wananchi in Mandera that food supplies will be increased to the area 
to meet the demand. 


The Mandera district commissioner, Mr Ondiek, addressing the same meeting, thanked 
the people of Mandera for cooperation with the government during thie difficult 
time.

Nationalist Party Victory Too Slim 
Windhoek DIE REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaanse 17 Nov 80 p 6 


[Text] A closer look at last week's white elections provides the following infor- 
mation: 


Out of a total of about 52,000, 43,908 voters cast votes. This comes to over 80 
percent of the voters. 


Of this number, 21,202 voted for the Nationalist Party. This comes to 48.2 per- 
cent of the total number of votes cast and 40.7 percent of the number of people 
authorized to vote. 


The Republican Party got 18,246 votes which is equal to 41.48 percent of the votes 
cast and 35 percent of those having voting rights. 


More than 15 percent of the voters did not vote. They could have tipped the 
scales one way or another. 


The Reconstituted Nationalist Party drew 4,532 votes which is 10.3 percent of the 
voters who cast their votes and 8.6 percent of those entitled to vote. 


No Upper Hand 


For the first time in nearly 40 years, the ruling white party does not have deci- 
sive majority support over the opposition parties. 


During the forties the VNSWP [United National Southwest Africa Party] definitely 
had the upper hand. From 1950 on, the Southwest Nationalist Party maintained an 
absolute majority among both the voters and the candidates. 


This is no longer the case. 


In contrast with the 21,202 voters who voted for the Nationalist Party, 22,778 of 
the voters joined ranks with the opposition parties (Republican Party: 18,246, 
Reconstituted Nationalist Party: 4,532). 


This comes down to the opposition representing 43.8 percent of the electorate and 
the ruling party represencing 40.7 percent of it. 
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Out of the total votes cast, the opposition has a representation of 51.8 percent 
and the ruling party 48.2 percent. In order for it to claim that it will be talk- 
ing “for the whites" in matters of stipulations the Nationalist Party must there- 
fore obtain the support of one of the two opposition parties, The party is quick 
to talk about stipulation, but nobody will be sending it to stipulate on any mat~ 
tere if it ie going to talk only for iteelf and never for the other half of the 
country's white population. With ite majority of under 7 percent (2,956 votes) 
over the Republican Party, the Southwest Nationalist Party definitely hase no 
“atipulative powers with respect to the whites!" 


On the basie of ite victory, it can rule in the white legislative assembly, but it 
ie there that ite capacity comes to an end, 


It is no wonder that Du Plessis saye that he would have Liked to have had a 
greater victory! 


SWAPO Machinat ions 
Windhoek DIE REPUBLIKEIN in Afrikaanse 17 Nov 80 p 4 


[Text] This past election in Kavango degenerated into a mini-SWAPO election. This 
is the opinion of Dr Paul Van der Merwe, chairman of the Republican Party, who 
just returned from the Kavango region where he first held a series of meetings 
throughout the region and then in the course of the elections he also represented 
his organization in the name of the DTA [Democratic Turnhalle Alliance]. 


The vote counting began at 7 o'clock this morning in Windhoek and the results are 
expected this afternoon. In three regions in Kavango, namely in the Mbunza, 
Sambyu and Geiriku, the NCDP [National Christian Democratic Party] of Hane Rohr put 
up candidates. In the other two regions, namely Kwangali and Mbukushu there was 
no opposition to the DTA. 


Last night Dr Van der Merwe told DIE REPUBLIKEIN that the NCDP had operated under 
the standard of a Christian party; however as time went on it became clear that 
SWAPO elements in Kavango had combined forces with the party in an effort to break 
up the DTA. In each of the regions where an election took place the NCDP put up 
four candidates. 


The strongest NCDP candidate was Kosmas Makanga from Mashare in the Sambyu region 
and it is also mostly in this region that the NCDP threw in all of its forces. 
Makanga has been a known leader of SWAPO and recently he established himself in 
Mashare near the college. On Friday following the election, he showed up at a 
well-known restaurant and addressed a large crowd of people waiting for news. 


According to a former instructor who had been working at the DTA office and was 
also from the Sambyu region, Makanga told the people that the DTA must be done 
away with, that the old people in Sambyu will have to go and that young people of 
his choice must take over the governing functions. The NCDP candidates and all the 
party's workers at the polls were mainly instructors. 
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A group of male students from the Rundu school came to the DTA office during the 
election and stated that Makanga had read a letter at the restaurant; this letter, 
allegedly writte™ and signed by Bishop Bonifatimus Hausiku of Windhoek, called 
upon the youth to vote for the NCDP, They had come to find out why they should 

no longer vote for the DTA, To the credit of the Catholic Church in Kavango it 
may be said that the leader of Sambyu mission station in Sambyu, Father Bernhardt 
van Roemalen, personally told Dr Van der Merwe that he had sent a circular letter 
to the mission stations to the effect that the church was not having anything to do 
with politics and he also forbade the NCDP to hold meetings on its grounds. 


Known SWAPO sympathizers in Kavango sided strongly with the NCDP in the elections. 
These methods strongly resemble those employed in the most recent elections in 
Zimbabwe. 


For example, the story was widely circulated that the voters would have to dip 
their hands into a fluid as in the 1978 election. The fluid is invisible, but 
can be seen under a strong light. 


Allegedly the fluid causes an incurable disease and this is the reason which is 
keeping voters from the polls. Another reason is that the two fingers of the DTA 
represent the devil's fork. DTA voters were also told to draw a cross next to the 
party which they do not want. In school they were taught that a cross is drawn 
next to something which is wrong. 


The results of the Kavango elections will be a strong indicator of the extent to 
which SWAPO is being supported in Kavango. However, Dr Van der Merwe said that 
a large number of NCDP votes will be representative of a sincere church-minded 
group. 


Because he is now in Germany, Bishop Hausiku was not available for comment yester- 
day.

STATISTICS ON RISING FEDERAL PAYROLL PROVIDED 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 2 Dec 80 p 1

[text] The payroll of the Federal Government will rise substantially in 1981, 

if President Shehu Shagari's budget proposals are passed unamended. The amount 
proposed for salaries is W1052.03 million, as against N684.5 million for the nine 
months of fiscal 1980. 


The amount will cover the salaries of unspecified mumbers of officers, including 
elected officials, Federal civil servants, police officers, judges, and members of 
various national commissions. 


The number of persons on the Federal payroll excluding members of the armed forces, 
is proposed to increase by 77,658 in 1981, with the police force accounting for the 
bulk of the increase, 


As in previous years, the Ministry of Defence will maintain the largest payroll. 
The allocation for this in 1981 is 4397.2 million. Out of this, W19.6 million is 
for the payment of salaries of officers and men of the Air Force, W18.4 million 
for the officers and men of the Navy, and 4318.9 million for those of the Nigerian 


Army. 


The balance of N40.3 million will cover the salaries of 24,953 other employees of 
the ministry. 


The Nigerian Police Force follows with an allocation of N273.2 million for salaries. 
The strength of the force is proposed to increase by 50,401 persons to 145,720 
during 1981. The expansion of the force, in addition to other substantial alloca- 
tions for purchase of equipment and other materials, reflects presumably che 
government's concern at the high crime rate in the country. 


The emphasis on security appears to be confirmed by allocation to the Ministry of 
Internal Affairs which operates the country's prisons. For salaries, the ministry 
will spend N45.2 million in 198l--the third biggest allocation for this purpose. 
The number of persons covered by this amount is proposed to rise from 30,094 in 
1980 to 33,205 in 1981. 
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The other outetanding payrolls belong to the Ministries of Works and Finance, the 
Presidency, the Minietries of Education, External Affaire and Agriculture, 


The Minietry of Worke ise to increase the number of persons employed from 20,631 
to 22,530 and will pay out 42.4 million in salaries, 


The Ministry of Finance, which includes the Department of Customs and Excise will 
employ 25,947 persons ae against 24,260 in 1980 and will pay N36.6 million as 
their salaries, while the Presidency incorporating with the executive Office of 
the Head of the Civil Service and Steel Development Department, etc,., will pay 
W35.0 million to 24,653 employees, 


The Ministry of Education ie to pay 429.5 million to 16,527 employees, while the 
External Affaire Ministry, which has on ite payroll the highest paid public 
employees on average, will pay 427.6 mitiion to 4,775 persons. 


Ministry of Agriculture will pay 424.8 million to 11,892 employees. The number of 
employees has increased by 2,713 over the 1980 figure, reflecting presumably the 
higher priority now given to the sector by the government.

RICE, FISH PROJECTS BEING DEVELOPED IN KWARA STATE

[Text] The Niger River Basin Development Authority has embarked on the develop- 
ment of 3,200 hectares of irrigated Rice Project by direct labour at Kadashonga

He added that similar projects involving 800 hectares of land were also being 
untaken at Dungankwa in Niger State, 


Mr Ayinmodu further revealed that fish production schemes had been launched by his 
Authority on Kainjili, and Ndakolono lakes and in other locations on River Niger. 
He explained that fishermen were entirely involved in the programme. 


lie pointed out that the various projects were designed to bring about the desired 
Green Revolution in the areas of operations of his Authority within the shortest 
possible time, 


The three-day conference of the General Managers is deliberating on problems 
common to the 11 River Basin Developments Authorities in the Federation with a 
view to finding solutions to them. 


Other matters to be discussed included Pension Scheme for the Authorities and the 
establishment of the Water Resources Council.

COMING EXHIBITIONS AT TRADE FALR COMPLEX LISTED

(Text) The Nigerian Trade Pair Complex in Lagos is expected to realise about 
W3 million between now and November next year from exhibitions held there. 


This was made known to the Business Times by the Director of the complex, Dr Maduke 
Nwakwesi last week, 


At least about six important exhibitions would be taking place in the complex 
within this period, he said. They include the Science and Technology Fair to be 
held by the Federal Government from December ist to December 7, 1980. The exhibi- 
tion is concentrating on the research result of all the Research Institutes in 
Nigeria. This is for the purpose of commercialisation of these results. 





The exhibition which is arranged to be held in Halle 5 and 6 is expected to earn 
the complex about 820,000. 


The Indian Nation Exhibition would be the second mijor exhibition in the year. 
It is expected to be held between January 10 and 19, 1981. 


The expected revenue from this is put at about 54,000, 

Between January and March 1981 there will be the Lagos Expo International Trade 
Pair. Thies is to be held in two phases. Phase one would be January 19 to Janu- 
ary 24 and the second phase would be March 23 to March 28. 


Hall 4 is earmarked for this exhibition and this is expected to yield about 
W250 ,000. 


In April there will be the Auto Exhibition holding from the first to the fourteenth. 
The fees to be paid by exhibitors is yet to be comcluded. There will be a Made-in- 
Nigeria Consumer Goods Fair between May and June, 


It is expected that this exhibition will earn the complex management a gross of 
#200 , 000, 
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The last major exhibition expected for the year would be the specialised laterna- 
tional Trade Fairs between November and January 1962. This would be in two phases 
also, 


The first phase of the exhibition would hold on electronics and telecommunications, 
The second phase would be on agriculture, Afrowallied industries, building indus- 
try and chemical processing industry. 


Revenue for the complex from this exhibition is tentatively put at about W2 
million, 


Spaces at the exhibition centre carries rent for M40 for covered spaces and 
N20 for recovered spaces.

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FEED FACTORIES FOR IMO--The Government of Imp State is to build two more feed 
factories in the state in order to produce enough feeds for poultry farmers in 
the country. This indication was given by the State Commissioner for Agriculture 
and Natural Resources, Dr Loveday Ememe while addressing farmers in I[kwuano/ 
Umuahia Local Government Area during his continued tour of parts of Imo State. 

Dr Ememe said that 98 farmers in the local government area were given loans, 162 
farmers took part in the extension service course conducted by his ainistry for 
farmers in the state, while 352 metric tonnes of fertilizers were distributed to 
the farmers at subsidised prices. He reminded them that farming is a profession, 
adding that they should help themselves. He advised them to form co-operative 
societies to enable them meet up conveniently the cost of transportation of govern- 
ment supplies to their various homes, The Commissioner said that the government 
wanted to conduct a study of all farm settlements in the state to see what could

HABYARIMANA ANNOUNCES LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY

[Text] Kigali, 18 Dec (AFP)--Rwanda will have a legislative assembly, President 
Juvenal Habyariamana of Rwanda announced at the opening session of the Third 
Congress of Rwanda's sole party, the National Revolutionary Development Movement 
(MRND). 


The congress must specify the special directives in order to facilitate the starting 
of the national development council, which according to Article 51 (of the consti- 
tution) and jointly with the [word indistinct] exercises the legislative power, 
Major General Habyarimana declared in front of more than 700 participants in the 
congress. 


It will be recalled that Rwanda adopted a constitution in December 1978 through 

a referendum. This text stipulates the creation of a national development council 
with its members elected through universal suffrage. The head of state, who came 
to power through a coup d'etat in 1973, was elected president of the republic in 
January 1979. 


Enumerating the achievements under the second development plan (1977-1981), the 
Rwandan president underlined the difficulties brought about by exhaustion of arable 
farm lands and the decrease in production. 


With an area of 26,000 square kilometers, Rwanda's population rose up to 4.9 
million inhabitants in 1979, thus acquiring a population density of 190 people to 
the square kilometer. This represents the highest in the whole of Africa, it is 
noted.

MUGABE ADMONISHED ON HIS INTENTIONS ON SOUTH AFRICA 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 25 Nov 80 p 16 
[Editorial: "Mr Mugabe Should Think Again") 


[Text] The fact that Zimbabwe does not intend to participate in sanctions against 
South Africa, even though it may be required to do so by the international politi- 
cal community, must be more reassuring for the people of that country than it is 
for South Africa. The reality of the matter still is that South Africa can hardly 
be seriously hurt by a Zimbabwe economic boycott and that this black country will 
be the one to soon feel the suffering. 


Yesterday in his interview with DIE BURGER Mugabe revealed the sober realistic fact 
in this respect. However with respect to certain other matters he should be just 
as realistic if he wants to prevent his country from becoming the victim of circum- 
stances which he will not be able to control later on. 





One of these is the hope which he expressed for the eventual establishment of 
mutual diplomatic relations with Russia. 


Thus far Mugabe's ruling ZANU (PF) party has been very cool toward Russia, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that during the war the latter preferred to lend aid 
to the ZIPRA forces of Joshua Nkomo. Perhaps Mugabe's new attitude ensues from 
his dissatisfaction with the West which in his opinion has not come near the 
promises of economic aid it has made. 


Another matter which Mugabe will have to consider is his intention of allowing the 
South African National Congress and the Pan-Africanist Congress to establish full- 
fledged offices in Salisbury “in the course of time." In the past the Zimbabwe 
prime minister expressly stated that he would not make his territory available to 
subversive movements working against South Africa. But Mugabe is living in a 
fool's paradise if he thinks he can prevent this if he goes on to provide a foot- 
hold for the ANC and the PAC.

WALVIS BAY'S ECONOMY MAY FORCE UNION WITH SOUTHWEST AFRICA 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 31 Oct 80 p 13 


[Text] South Africa's strategically extremely important Walvis Bay harbor enclave 
in Southwest Africa has basically two future options: either remain a South 
African base or fall into Russian hands. In any case, the economic crisis which 
is now afflicting the region bodes nothing good for the future. 


The man who made this oppressive prediction yesterday in the course of an inter- 
view with DIE BURGER is someone who, because of his official position, knows Walvis 
Bay intimately. He is Dormehl Vosloo, the director of Walvis Bay. 


There is great concern about the future, especially with respect to the economic 
prospects of the harbor town which, ever since the failure of the pelegian fishing 
industry (Walvis Bay's most important source of income), is experiencing one of the 
greatest crises in its history. 


Vosloo said that the financial pinch which the inhabitants of Walvis Bay are begin- 
ning to feel increasingly can create an extremely dangerous situation. 


Because they are situation so far away from the nearest economic centers of South 
\frica (Capetown) and because, as residents of South African territory, they cannot 
have even a bite of Southwest Africa's economic cake, they could decide to seek an 
anschluss with Southwest Africa. 


If this happens Walvis Bay would end up in the hands of the Southwest's government. 
But who can predict what this government will be like in a few years’ time? Vosloo 
asked. 


South Africa has repeatedly made it very clear that it will not give up Walvis Bay. 
However, it is willing to negotiate with the Southwest's government such things as 
the use of the harbor facilities. But if South Africa wants to maintain its hold 
on the enclave it must help to support it economically. 


Vosloo stated that the strategic importance of Walvis Bay, an all deep-sea harbor 
on the west coast of southern Africa which has not yet fallen into the hands of the 
enemy, cannot be underest imated. 


He said that Walvis Bay is the danger point, the Achilles heel of Southwest Africa. 
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Militarily speaking, an attack on Southwest Africa from the north ie logistically 
impossible. However, whoever controls Walvis Bay controle the sea and air routes 
on the west coast of Southwest Africa. The harbor is the Southwest's only access 
to the sea, Ite exports and imports go through this harbor. The harbor has a well- 
developed infrastructure which includes railroad lines, vehicular roade and air- 
porte. It also offers complete access to the Southwest and its people. 


It is especially important for the minority groups of the Southwest. Vosloo said 
that as long as the enclave stays in safe hands the security of the whites, 
Basters and of other minorities can be guaranteed. 





The task of the economic stabilization of Walvis Bay and its 1,124 square kilometers 
is a gigantic one. How bad things are with the once progressive fishing town can 
be deduced from the pelagian fish catches. 


Only 5 years ago | million tons of pelagian fish (anchovies and sardines) were 
still being caught. This year the boats could not even catch 150,000 tons. Sar- 
dines, the cannery fish and the biggest moneymaker, even disappeared completely. 


Vosloo went on to point out that if one considers the fact that 78 percent of the 
inhabitants of Walvis Bay are dependent on the fishing industry then the extent of 
the crisis can be realized. 


There are only 5,000 fishing industry workers left out of the original 16,000 
workers. 


Artificial economic stimulation is not going to provide a solution, according to 
Vosloo. Alternative sources of income must be sought. 


Because of the uncertain political future of Southwest Africa, investors are hesi- 
tant about investing in factories which can exploit the whitefish resources of the 
region. The whitefish industry could again provide work for many people and earn 
a lot of money for the region, so stated Vosloo. 


Uncertainty 


Other possible sources of income which Vosloo mentioned are tourism, the further 
development of the salt industry and the building of factories for the production 
of soda ash, magnesium and chloro-glicerine. 


But all of this costs a lot of money and uncertainty about the future is causing 
investors to ‘Se hesitant. 


Tf the area is not helped economically then Walvis Bay inhabitants, of whom 80 per- 
cent of nonwhites are ethnically bound to the Southwest and most of the whites have 


interests in the Southwest, would have to seek salvation in the Southwest rather 
than in South Africa. 


Vosloo warned that this could play directly into the hands of the Russians.

{Text} It regrettable that an internationally known newspaperman such as Carl 
Bernstein ‘tergate fame has been held for questioning by the police in Soweto.

Due to the fact that South African laws were transgressed, the police actually had 
no other choice than to take action and after all it makes no sense to complain 
over the fact that the group was arrested and questioned. This would have also 
happened to a South African citizen had he entered the area without a permit. 


According to reports, Bernstein was terribly annoyed by this incident over the 
weekend. He said that this should never have taken place and that he feels very 
hurt and offended over this matter. We can understand this, but then he must not 
forget who is to blame for this. It would be an umreasonable attitude if he were 
to assume that because he is a famous newspaperman he actually deserves to stand 
above the laws of the country. He should know better. 


This also applies to the two Americans who accompanied him, even though one of them 
could claim diplomatic immunity. Diplomatic immunity does not mean that such a 
person and his visiting guests can do as they please in a foreign country. It is 
still necessary to abide by the laws of a certain country to the best of one's 
ability, in accordance to unwritten diplomatic rules. 


If a South African diplomat or newspaperman were to purchase a firearm in the 
United States and then try to smuggle it to South Africa (whether or not he knows 
that there is an arms ban against South Africa) he would immediately find himself 
clashing with American justice. A transgression is a transgression whether or not 
one agrees with the legislation in question. 


Americans in South Africa (visitors as well as diplomats) may as well get rid of 
the sort of arrogance which came to light in this incident and as civil people try 
to pay attention to the laws of the country in which they are guests.

APARTHEID—MINDED MINISTER'S VIEWS CONDEMNED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 25 Nov 80 p 16 
[Editorial: “Worshipping in a Church") 


[Text] In light of the Dutch Reformed Church's official views on joint worship- 
ping it is shocking to have a preacher refer to this as a “chaffering with the 
thoughts of unity in Christ" and for him to regard such worshipping as the dis- 
mantling of white national identity. This minister, the Rev H. B. Senekal of the 
Bronkhorstspruit congregation, stated from the pulpit that joint worship will lead 
to assimilation, integration and to the ultimate disintegration of nation ani 
church. 


A stronger rejection of the ideas of joint worship is hardly possible. This stands 
at the same level as the recent threat by a retired Cape Province member of a 
church council to ban colored and black visitors from Dutch Reformed Church build- 
ings. 


The Reverend Senekal's statement is in conflict with the letter and spirit of the 
decision of the General Synod of 1974 which reads: "Spiritual fellowship is also 
experienced wherever the faithful are together with Christ through his Word and 
Spirit. This fellowship can also be exercised where the faithful from various 
churches happen to pray together. The manner in which this takes place in the 
church is the responsibility of the local church council." 


In accounting for this decision, the wording of which is contained in the report: 
"Race, People and Nation and National Relations in the Light of the Scriptures," 
the unequivocal statement is made that a person's or a people's own nature as well 
as one’s own language, play a role in the manner in which God talks to his chil- 
dren through His Word and Spirit. “It is thus inevitable that each ethnic group 
will exercise its own collective worship within its own culture and linguistic 
ties." Moreover a strong emphatic point is made that a thing such as common wor- 
ship must not be forced upon anyone, because then the spontaneous character of 
commonness would disappear as a result of enforcement. 


It is a grevious matter to see a preacher of the Dutch Reformed Church set himself 
so daringly against the moderate and balanced viewpoint of his church. What is 
worse is that his concepts about Christian religion and the common practice of it 
are apparently based on a simplistic view of the political differences between 
"liberal humanists" and other people who do not wish to be under one roof with dif- 
ferent national groups. 
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If the preacher's actions and thinking as a Christian have been soured to such an 
extent by the obsolete concept of an apartheid devoid of love, then this sort of 
apartheid has become a dangerous monstrosity which should not continue to exist. 


As long as such noises are heard within the Dutch Reformed Church it will be neces- 
sary to pray and to ponder uninterruptedly on the best way of making sure that the 
church's considered decisions are adopted by all church members...even by the 


preachers.

DEVELOPMENT OF ROCKET ARTILLERY, AIR-TO-AIR MISSILE PRAISED 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 27 Nov 80 p 11 


[Text] Johannesburg--An artillery rocket system, which was developed exclusively 
by South African engineers and technicians and manufactured locally without any 
foreign license agreements, was crowned with the highest science honors in South 
Africa yesterday in Johannesburg. 


The retiring chairman of the Associated Scientific and Technical Union of South 
Africa (ASTU), A. A. Middlecote, yesterday handed over an engraved commemorative 
plate from Kentron (Pty) Ltd for the development of the rocket system and an air- 
to-air missile. 


The ASTU honor is the most important one ever given for an achievement in the field 
of science and engineering. F. Z. Naude, assistant chief director of Kentron re- 
ceived the award. 


The missile is being used as the air force's most important defense weapon. This 
is a fast-response weapon and was also developed locally. 


The 127 mm artillery rocket is the first of its kind to be used by the army. The 
development of this arm has also encouraged the establishment of other local indus- 
tries, according to Middlecote. Both of these weapons compare well with similar 
weapons manufactured and marketed by other countries. 


D. G. Kingwill, the director of information and research services of the WNNR 
[Council for Scientific and Industrial Research], was appointed in Middlecote's 
place as chairman of ASTU. The new deputy chairmen are Prof W. J. van Biljon and 
I. W. P. van den Bosch.

ATLANTIS DIESEL ENGINE DATA--With more than 2 million units sold since its original 
manufacture in 1953, the ADE-152 is one of the soundest diesel engines in inter- 
national mass production and the one on which the Perkins fortune has been based, 
It was originally designed in the combustion heading chamber model having an 88.9 
mn bore width. The present cylinder volume of 2.5 liter was attained in 1959 when 
the bore diameter was increased to 91.5 mm. Akong with the four and six cylinder 
variants this engine represents the beginning of Perkins' worldwide multiapplica- 
tions role in its motor class. The direct injection model of the engine, which 
was intended to be sold in parallel with the precombustion chamber design for 
many years, was made available for the first time in 1964. A further development 
of this engine, described as the improved specification forming the basis of the 
ADE-152, was announced in 1973. With a maximum torque of approx. 900 Kn/m2 (bmep) 
[brake mean effective pressure], the engine without the booster has one of the 
highest power outputs of any mass-produced engine in the world. Because of the 
especially compact dimensions of the combustion chamber, the ignition takes place 
with excellent evenness and smoke control. It was this engine which formed the 
basis from which the first example of Perkins’ unique low-pollution "Squish-Lip" 
ignition system was developed. The first "Squish-Lip" engines for the 152 were 
manufactured in 1979.

COMMENTARY LAUDS ACHIEVEMENTS IN ECONOMIC RECOVERY PROGRAM

[Text] Kinshasa, 18 Dec (AZAP)--Of the long interview Guide Mobutu Sese Seko 
accorded Radio Franc: Internationale last Tuesday, we were mostly interested in 
the passage dealing with the recent evolution of the national economy. 


The remarks the father of the nation made on that issue are not misleading and 
they clearly indicate that Zaire, though still facing economic difficulties, is 
now beginning to see the light at the end of the tunnel. Zaire's economic crisis 
caused by endogenous as well as exogenous factors and once considered a result 

of the general economic situation has become structural. Therefore, in order to 
overcome it, it was necessary to take drastic measures requiring fundamental 
reforms of the state machinery, and the assistance of foreign experts. 


The founding president really took the bull by the horns. First, commendable 
efforts were engaged for the valorisation of the management of public affairs 
through rugged reforms introduced in the areas of customs, the Department of 
Finance and the Bank of Zaire. Secondly, steps taken at the international level 
recently allowed the consolidation of Zaire's public and commercial debt; these 
steps also yielded a firmer commitment by foreign partners as well as international 
organizations to support the recovery effort agreed to by the Zairian authorities. 


Today the results are there, palpable: Due to the achievements Zaire realized 

in the field of the administration of public finances during 1980, the International 
Monetary Fund and the World Bank themselves are publicizing our country in inter- 
national circles. 


Announcing Zaire's exploits to the listeners of Radio France Internationale, Guide 
Mooutu felt a justified happiness at seeing his work crowned with success. 


Zaire's access to IMF facilities for next year is eagerly awaited by the people 
who spared no sacrifice in order to support the head of state's action. 
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MUGABE TO PURSUE ANTI-SOUTH AFRICAN MEASURES EXCEPT ECONOMIC BOYCOTTS

[Article by Tienie Fourie: “Zimbabwe Will Not Boycott South Africa") 


[Text] Salisbury--In an interview with DIE BURGER heid yesterday Zimbabwe's Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe said that Zimbabwe will not take part in any sanctions 
against South Africa even though the United States will make this mandatory. This 
was one of the few interviews granted to a South African newspaperman. 


Mugabe said that Zimbabwe is economically dependent on South Africa and therefore 
he cannot take part in an international boycott against it. This has been 
Zimbabwe's view in the past and it still is unchanged, he said. 


However, he went on to say that he will not oppose “selective measures" against 
South Africa by the international community. 


Among other things, Mugabe said the following in the course of the interview: 


All sport contacts between South African sports entities and their Zimbabwe peers 
must stop “immediately.” If these do not, the government will take measures 
sgainst sports organizations and individuals. 


"In the course of time” the South African National Congress and the Pan-Africanist 
Congress will be allowed to establish full-fledged offices in Salisbury. 


The central committee of the ruling ZANU (PF) Party as well as the Zimbabwe 
cabinet have “not yet decided” whether Edgar Tekere, the minister of labor force 
utilization who stands accused of surder will be "pardoned" in the event that he 
is found guilty. 


ZANU (PF) as well as the Patriotic Front will continue to have guerilla fighters 
trained abroad. 


The recent incarceration of officials of the Patriotic Front in Zimbabwe is aimed 
at “isolating those elements which are not simply opposed to any particular 
party, but whose aim is to subvert the legal government of Zimbabwe." 


He also expressed the hope that Russia will follow up last week's visit of Gen 
Vassily Solodovnikof to Salisbury with talks on a ministerial level aimed at the 
establishment of mutu:’ diplomatic relations. 
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Frontier 


With respect to Southwest Africa, Mugabe stated that he supports the United Nations 
in ite efforte to bring about the independence of that region. He is aware that 
the international community is considering certain measures against South Africa 
aimed at exercising pressure upon that country with respect to Southwest Africa. 
Zimbabwe will not stand in the way of such measures, but it is not itself in a 
position to apply sanctions against South Africa. In answer to a question, he 

aleo said that the closing of the frontier between Zimbabwe and South Africa would 
come down to sanctions; therefore, Zimbabwe will not close ite frontier. 


He repeated his offer to act as the host for a summit conference on Southwest 
Africa. However, Mugabe went on to say that this depends on the parties interested 
in thie matter. 
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MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE PREDICTS END OF TIES WITH SOUTH AFRICA 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 26 Now 80 p 18 


[Text] Salisbury--Yesterday Zimbabwe's minister of agriculture, Senator Dennis 
Norman, stated that agricultural ties between Zimbabwe and South Africa will be 
gradually slackened and ultimately cut off completely. 


In an interview with DIE BURGER, Senator Norman said that the first victim of this 
new policy of the Zimbabwe government will be the agreement between his country and 
South Africa aimed at the extermination of locusts. This agreement will not be 
renewed next year. 


Ae they expire, other agricultural agreements will no longer be renewed either. 
Private companies and agencies will be encouraged to break their ties with South 
Africa. 


This new policy will be something new for South Africa especially in view of the 
fact that Zimbabwe's prime minister, Robert Mugabe, had indicated that his country 
wants to maintain trade ties with that country. Ties in the area of agriculture 
are normally taken as a part of normal trade ties. 


Nevertheless Senator Norman went on to say that the new attitude of the government 
of Zimbabwe is being necessitated by the group of countries of Southern Africa 
which are meeting in Maputo this morning for the purpose of devising plans for a 
complete economic break with South Africa. Zimbabwe has been given the task of 
serving as the pantry of black Africa and as such it will be making friendly over- 
tures to the north of its borders at the expense of those which already exist to 
the south. 


Senator Norman said that in any case Zimbabwe has not such to fear with respect to 
such things as locust control. South Africa will be keeping this matter under con- 
trol and it will not be necessary to have a formal agreement on this. 


In the past, such agreements have made provisions for a pool of funds, knowledge 
and research for combating a specific infestation or to tackle a special task. 
Thus in the future South Africa will have to do this on its own. 

Research Facilities 


Senator Norman, who was born in England but has lived in Zimbabwe for many years, 
also said that breaking these ties with South Africa “is regrettable to a certain 
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degree." However, when a country such as Zimbabwe undertakes a new order of 
things it te necessary to conduct matters in accordance with new rules. 


Zimbabwe now has the research facilities and the other necessities to manage with- 
out South Africa, according to the senator. 


With regard to Afrikaans-speaking farmers in Zimbabwe, the minister of agriculture 
said that Zimbabwe needs them in the same way that it needs the farmers of any other 
other national group. The only condition is that they must accept "the new rules" 
and therefore they “must play the game accordingly." 


He does not expect that there will be any enmity againet the Afrikaans-speaking 
farmers. Of course there are individual cases, but this is something which occurs 
in any country of the world. 


Senator Norman said also that he does not think that Afrikaner farmers will be 
leaving the country in great numbers. In countries such as Kenya and Zambia, where 
black governments have been in power for many years, Afrikaans-speaking farmers are 


etill there. 
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
